Charge Borah Change 
Weakens Measure 
in Senate 


The introduction of an samend- 
ment to the Federal anti-lynching 
bill by Sen. William E. Borah adds 
fuel to the present reactionary 
Southern opposition to the measure 
and seriously endangers its passage, 
it was charged here yesterday. 
The bill—known in the Senate as 
the Gavagan-Wagner-Van Nuys bill 
(H.R. 1407)—is scheduled for action 
in the Senate on Thursday. It 
passed the House last April -und 
first Congressional action on an 
anti-lynching measure since 1922. 

The charge was made by Thur- 
good Marshall, young Negro mem- 
ber of the legal staff of the Na- 
tiomal Association of Colored Peo- 
ple, the organization which is lead- 
ing a nation-wide campaign for 
the passage of the bill. 

Marshall asserted that Gen. 
Borah’s recently proposed amend- 
ment calls for the withdrawal of 
the county penalty clause from the 
bill. This clause provides that & 
penalty of $2,000 to $10,000 e im- 
posed on counties where lynchings 
take place and officers of the law 
fail to act.

Cardinal Mundelein Continues to Pile Up

Speaks in Chicago 


® Cardinal Mundelein, leading Catholic prel- 
ate of the Midwest, recently won the ad- 
miration of all Americans who hate fascism 
and Hitlerism by his outspoken condemna- 
tion of the Nazi tyrant and Nazism. 


Yesterday Cardinal Mundelein spoke out 
again in strong accents of condemnation 
against those selfish, reactionary interests 
who are scheming to use the Catholic faith 
and the Catholic Church as a cloak for tyr- 
anny and swea:shop exploitation. 

“The ‘rouble with the Catholic Church,” 
declared this eminent ccclesiastic to 2,500 
members of the Holy Name Society meet- 
ing in Chicago, “is that in the past we 

“toc often have been allied with the wrong 
side. . . . Selfish employers of labor have 
flattered the Church by calling it the 
greatest conservative force, and then have 
called upon it to act as a police force while 
they paid but a pittance of wages to those 
who worked for them.” 

These words of rebuke strike directly at 
such reactionaries within the church as Car- 
dinal O'Connell of Boston; the dangerous, 
scheming Father Curran of Brooklyn;

munists and Catholics in Germany and Spain 
for democracy. 

We welcome the forthright utterance of 
Cardinal Mundelein in defense of democratic 
progress, and we commend to his considera- 
tion for America the sterling example of the 
French People’s Front, where Catholics and 
Communists clasp the “extended hand of 
Solidarity,“ and where Cardinal Verdier 
brought a message from Rome on December 
21 of united anti-fascist action.

Whom Does Lore Favor in 
China—Berlin or Tokio? 


German Fascism, as a member of the 
triple war alliance, plays a special role in 
the Far East. It is Hitler’s great ambition 
to act as go-between for the Japahese aggres- 
sors and to use every argument, intrigue or 
plot that he can concoct to get Japan’s terms 
of submission accepted. The Nazi role is 
quite understandable as part of the Fascist 
scheme of conquest. 

Now comes Ludwig Lore, a Trotzkyite 
foreign affairs commentator for the New 
York Post, who argues in a manner indis- 
tinguishable from the Nazi envoy to China, 
Dr. Oskar Trautmann. Trautmann urges 
China to capitulate. Lore, spreading his 
Trotzkyite poison through the columns of 
the Post, advises the Chinese to throw down 
their arms and give up.
